The ( oiupaoy insists in its petition that 
the assessment aa made by the State 
Botad incladea property and elementa of 
v.iliie not existing in Kentucky and not 
taxable by it to the extent of |'J47,037 (K). 
It ia therefore seeking to enjoin the Au- 
ditor from collectinK on $1 ,2fH').000, the 
valuation of ita franchise as a.s8es8ed by 
the board, and that the assessment be re- 
duced to not exceeding $348,362.40, this 
being the amount of capital invested in 
Kentocky by the company. 

The granting of the temporary injunc- 
tion by the district oonrt at Chattanooga 
will not (lelerniine the case, as it will 
come up in the Federal Court at Frank- 
fort npon its merits at the nest term in 
January. 

If the Federal Court sustains the con- 
tnation of the express oompany and de- 
cides that it is only taxable on the capi- 
tal involved in Kentucky, it will not only 
decrease the revenue of the State in this 
particular caae bnt will affect similar cor- 
porations.
